SUGAR PLAINT CLOSED 

Sugar Plant WHI Close at Jancsviirc the 
rirst of the Year 

One of the first effects of the demo- 
cratic tariff measure recently passed by 
congress to be felt by the Wisconsin 
farmers will be the closing down of 
the Rock County Sugar company's fac- 
tory at Janesville. It is understood 
that orders haye been received by the 
management from Captain James 
Dayidmn, the owner to close down the 
factory permanently as soon as the 
present run of sugar is through. 

These orders come direct from the 
owner, who moved the factory here 
ten years agofrom Canada. Captain 
Davidson's atep is evidently in accord 
with similar moves of otht-r beet sugar 
factory owners, particularly those of 
Michigan, he being interested in fac- 
tories in that state. 

Since its establishment in Janesville 
the Rock County Sugar company has 
handled approximately 450,000 tons of 
beeU, which sliced up into some 95,000,- 
000 pounds of sugar and ^ere paid for 
at the rate of $6 per ton or an aggre- 
gate of ?2,700,000 to the growers who 
have been .located all over southern 
Wisconsin and northern Illinois. Aside 
from the money paid to the growers, 
factory has kept on an average of 200 
men employed. Durinir the slicing sea- 
son it has had a force which varied 
from 325 to 425 men per day for a 
period of four months, paying good 
wages at a period of the year when 
work was scarce and laborers plenty. 

Last season the factory handled be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 acres of beets 
paying a trifle better than $6 a ton. 
The present run started early in Octo- 
ber and will -continue up to aboutthe 
middle of January, when the factory 
will be closed down permanently. 

The loss to the grower of the steady 
income will be most severe. If the 
Other Wisconsin factories follow suit it 
will mean a decided change in farmhig 
in the southern part of the state. Beets 
and tobacco have been the two best 
paying crops for ten years past and it 
will be hard to change the farm work 
to conform with the new condition. 

In the last five years the large per 
cent of the sugar beets raised in Keno- 
sha county were purchased by the Rock 
County plant and its going out of busi-

I need not atop to tell 
you how fundamental to tho Ufo of 
the Nation la the production of Ita 
food, Our thoughts may ordinarily 
be concentrated upon tho cities and 
the hivea of Industry, upon tho cries 
of tho crowded market place and tho 
clangor of the factory, but It is from 
the quiet Interspaces of the open val-' 
leys and tho free hlllaldes that wo 
draw the sources of lifo and of pros- 
perity, from tho farm and the ranch, 
from ihp. forest afad the mine. With- 
out those overy street would bo si- 
lent, every ofllco deserted, every fac- 
tory fallen Into disrepair. And yet 
the farmer does not stafid upon the 
same footing with t|ie forester and the 
miner In the market of credit. He Is 
tho. servant of the seasons. Nature 
determines how long ho must wait fOr 
his crops, and will not be hurried in 
her processes. He may give his note, 
but the season of Its maturity depends 
upon the season when his crop ma- 
tures, lies at the gates of tho market 
where his producta are sold. And the 
security he gives Is of a character not 
known In the broker's ofHce or as fa- 
miliarly as it- might be on tho counter 
of the banker. -

The agricultural department of the 
govornraont Is seeking to assist as 
never before to make farming an efll- 
clent bualnesB, of wldo co-operative ef- 
fort, in quick touch with Uio markets 
for foodstuffs. The farmers and tho 
government will hencoforlh work to- 
gether as real partners In this field, 
where we now begin to see our way 
very clearly and whore many intelli- 
gent plans are already being put Into: 
execution. The treasury' of tlie Uni- 
ted States has. by a timely and well- 
considered distribution of Its depos- 
its, facilitated tho moving of the crops 
In tho present aeason and prevented 
the Bcarclty of available funds too oft- 
en experienced at such tlraea. But 
we must na^^low ourselves to de- 
pend upon extraordinary expedients: 
AVe must add the means, by which the 
farmer may make his credit constant- 
ly and easily available and command 
when he will the capital by which to 
support and expand his buslnoss. Wo 
lag b'3h|nd many othergreat countries 
of the modern world In attempting, to 
do thla. Syatema of rural credit have 
been studied and ddvelopod on the 
other side of tho water while wo loCt 
our farmgra to shift for thomselves in 
the lordlnary money market. You 
havo but to look about you in any 
rural, district to see the reault. tho 
handicap and embarrassment which 
haye boon put upon those who pro* 
dues our food.

Conscious of thla backwardness and 
.neglect on our part, thb 'cdngresa re- 
cently authorized the creation of a

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NUTMEG AS A PROPHYLACTIC 

Many Englishmen Are Taking Up an 
Ancient Old American Rheu- 
matism Preventive. 

London. — An extraordinary alleged 
"euro" for rheumatism la bolnR talked 
of here. Tho cult of nutmeg carryln*^ 
as a sort of charm nealnst tho dlaeaso 
has IncroaBfid rapidly of lalo, 

"For a good many years," writes a 
clubman to tho Dally Mirror, "a few 
peopio have, boon cnrrj-Jng nutmega aa 
a kind of protection against rheuma- 
tism, and' now many othera are follow- 
ing tholr cxaraplo. "Consequently there 
has been an Incrcaeed demand for 
nutmega, although tho price of them 
has not gone up so far. Tlioae who' 
have adopted tho cult declare that, 
however severely they sufforod from 
rhoumatlam boforo^ all traces of tho 
trouble ceased as soon aa they began 
to wear tho 'charm/ and that they nev- 
er havo any recurrence of tho com- 
plaint so long aa they continue to car- 
ry a nutmeg on tholr person. Somo 
havo tho nut attached to tho watch 
chain by a gold clasp and keep It con- 
stantly In tho watch pocket; othera In 
neat leather receptacles, which are be- 
ing -made for this express purpose by 
up-to-date Bond street shops. 

"Women — and there are many who 
havo caught the nutmeg-wearing crazo 
— often have tho aromatic charm fixed 
In a gold or platinum claw and sus- 
pended by a light chain from the waist 
or garter." ■ \ 

A Church of England dignitary who 
has worn a nutmeg for many years, 
said that tho belief in the offlclcncy of • 
tho nut to euro and prevent rhouma- 
tlam waa no more superstllton. Ho at- 
tributed Its power to the carminative 
properties of tho oils contained in the 
kemol— properties which from time 
Immemorial havo been known to th6 
natives of the Banda Islands, whonco 
come nutmegs. 

A London doctor was very skeptical. 
"It Is evidently an old fotlah revived," 
he said. It Is absurd to Imagine that 
by carrying a nutmeg you can ward 
off rheumatism. You might as well 
carry a atone and put your belief in 
that. Still, tho nutmeg has certain 
properties as an antidote to rheuma- 
tism. Mixed with rum. Its ea'aeiitlal 
oils make a liniment that I have khtswn 
used with success In what le called 
tropical sore throat — a form of tropical 
rhcumatlam," 

Tho representative of a firm of splco 
merchants said .that he had heard of 
the belief In the nutmeg "antidote." 
"As a matter of fact," ho said, "a 
leading member of our firm carries a 
nutmeg about with him and swears by 
It aa a 'warder-off* of rheumatism." 

No Now Englandel- needs to be re- 
minded that the nutmeg aa a rheuma- 
tism prophylactic has been venerated 
for centuries in tho ISaatorn United 
States.

Then, after they 
have been used for any of tliese pur- 
poses, thoy form a fertilizer that la 
hard to equal, thoy having absorbed 
all the rich 'liquids and juices wher- 
ever thevbavo been used.

Tho action of 
tho. hydraulic ram depends on thd 
force that la exerted by a stream of 
water, being/applied to a part of tbo 
water to elevate It to a tank. Thus, 
tho momentum gained by tho entlro 
Btream, when uaed to ralso only a 
amall part of It through a pipe, fur- 
nishes a surprisingly largo amount of 
power.

Treatment for Scours, , 
Indigestion and scouring in calves 
hre sometimes caused by milk that Is 
ekcesBlvely.rlch. Milk that Is moa- 
erate or low In butterfat Is usually 
better, for young calves, while Indi- 
gestion. In older calves Is usually duo 
to unclean milk, unclean vessels,, clorio 
confinement In dark, Insanitary stails, 
and Irregular or excesBlvo feeding. 

In some caaes It appears to be duo 
mainly to sheer weakness and Inabll- 
Itrto dlgesL and for calf cholera or 
white scours try the formalin ' treat- 
ment Add on.e-half ounce 
formalin to ' fifteen and 
ouhceji of water. . 

Reduce the milk rational least one- 
half, Md add, one ounce of the diluted 
formairn to each pint of milk.'
